waraed for their folly. And ſo ought Maſter Z:ly and 
Maſter Booker - £9 be for their peinicions Pamphlers, 
wherein their ſole endeavour hath bitherto been by moft 
diſloyall and ambiguous Phraſes to animate and haſten on 
the Rebels and other Conſprrators ro plor and artempt 
Miſchiefe againſt His Majeſty, whereas anboneſt and diſ- 
creet Arriſt ought not todivulge any thillg (eſpecially of 
Princes) e'\at may any way tend co endanger their Perſons, 
bur either nor to meddle at all, or elſe to deale privately 
with the Price himfelfe; and chen alſo to adhere to Car- | 
danes Rules in his Book De aſtroles 1c18 Tnterogat ionibus :

Y this diſtribution the Fortitudes and Debilitiey of every Planer In the 
| Dee Ca\cſtiall Scheme are eaſily jm : It followes then thar 
xe likewiſe confer them amongſt themſelyes according to-the reſpe Rive 
Numbers of their Fortitudes and Deb;lities; that ut may yer more manifeſtly 
appcar,which of them are moſt ſtrong and fortunate, which-moſt weak and in- 
forrunar,and accordinglyhow they ſucceed-one another in ſtrength and power: 
Firſt the Planer Mercury of all the. reſt is fimply moſt ſtrong and for- 
runate in the Scheme. For if the number of his Deb:lities be dedufted from the 
ſum of his F 0/2;3tudes rhere ſtill remaineth 2 2 Teſtimonies of ſtrength, which 
no other Planet obraineth in the Figure. 

The next in dignity is Venus, who hath 17 Teftimonies; then Satwrne and 
Tupiter, who are both-very powerfull:; the fiſt of them bon endued with 13 
the latter with 10D grnities : Mars andthe Syunne are both but weake in re- 
ipeR of their Eſſential Digmities : yet for ſome Circumſtances very coufidera- 
ble in this caſe, the Sunne may be ſaid tobe the ſtronger, which being gene- 
rally taken is a good and laudable token. 

The Moone of all others is the moſt debilitated,.her Detriments exceeding 
her-Fortitades by 8, which will pruve. very advantagious to His Ma Jeſty, as 
hereafter ſhall be nored, And chus much generally touching the confticution 
of the Planets ia the Figure. | 

Now to deſcend more particularly tothe. preſent matter : We are (in this 
caſe) principally to conſider foure things. 

F:r|t, the Aſcendent of the Scheme, which is the Significator of the City from 
whence his Maieſty began his March : From which -houſe we are to colle& the 
condiion and fare of this Ciry during his Maiefties abſence. 

Secondly, the to Houle, which (according. ro Haly) is- the Significatrix of the 
journey : And from this we are ro deduce our judgement of his Mazefties ſuc- 
ceHe during the time of his March. 

The third rhing.to be confidered is the 7 Houſe, by which we are to Judge 
how his Ma'eſty is likely to be received in thoſe parts where his Army fthall 
palle, and of his ſuccefleagainſt rhe Enemy.

As concerning the firtt, w> finde the 2.2 degree of the Regel/ fiene Leo at thar 
mſtantalcending our Hiri;Jov, Cor Leon in the Aſcendent ; And the Dragons 
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Nead inche yery C:/pe thereot : And the Sw (Loud of the Firſt Houſe) not uns 
fortunately polited inthe South Angle of the Heavens ; Which is the houle cf 
Empire,Kule, Dignities, Offices, and Arts,&c. And he environd with the two 
Benigne Planets Zupiter and Yenns, who likewiſe behold the Aſcendent and 
are free from any conhguration with the Malevolents. Theſe are evident and 
undeniable Teſtimonics of the Honour and ſafety of this famous Y nine; ſity and 
Citie of Oxford; And of the care and vigilancy of thoſe that are intruſted by 
his Majeſty with the government thereof : Of the Fidelity, Courage, Induftry, 
and neceflary Expence of her Inhabitants for the Defence of it : And of their 
gonformicy to ſuch wholſome Orders, as cither are or ſhall hereafter be made 
by the Wiſdome of the Councelours for the good and Benefit of the City. 

Ina word, All the good eur hearts can with for is promiſed us by the $rheme. 
I hope the ſeaſonable care raken, and the DireRions already given tor pre- 
rencon of the Sickneflc will adde very much to our happinefle ; Some ſtrange 
kinde of Mortality muſt be expeRed this ycere in moſt Cities and great 
Townes, throughout the South, South-Eaft, and South-Weſt parts of this 
Kingdome : Bur eſpecially let London be forewarned of her milery : She is 
much (and that deſervedly) threataed, You may heare more of her after the 
2 3 of May inſtant,for from rhence doth the Influence of Saturnes Tranſite our 
of Aries into Taurus begin to operate, 

As touching rhe ſecond thing hexe confiderable,which is the tenth Houſe ; we 
may obſerye the nth Degree and 31 min. of Taurus Culminating, which is the 
Houſe and Triplicity of Venus; wherein alſo ſhe is moſt fortunately ſeated 
within 3 Degrees of the Cuſpe thereof, beholding the Aſcendent, free from Com- 
buſtion, or any configuration with the Malevolent Planers ; being Dire# and 
Swift of Motion, and Oriental of rhe Swunne : To her (therefore) may we juſt- 
ly atcribute che fignification of his Majcfties Marich : Who bejag (by nature) 

eneyolent, by her Eſſential! and Accidentall Poſition ſo fortunate : We can- 
nor pronounce lefle to his Mazeſty, and his whole Army ,then a wonderfull hap- 
p7, proſperous and ſucceſſefull Martch, And contrarily exceeding much Feare 
and Terromr, diſſipation and utter Rune to his Enemics,

{umprion, ignorance, or negligence of ſome particular perſons, which is fre- 
quently incident and unavoydably in the beſt of Armies) yerthe ſeverall Po- 
ficions of the Heavens duly confidered and compared amongſt themlelyes, as 
well in the prefixed Scheme as at the © :arterly Ingreſſes, doe generally render 
His Maiefty and his whole Army unexpeRedly viQorious and ſuccesfull in all 
his Defignes : Beleeve it (London) thy miſeries approach, they are like to be 
many, great and grievous,aad not to be diverted,unlefle thou leafonably crave 

pardon of God for being Nurſe to this preſent Rebellion, and ſpeedily ſubmix 
ro thy Princes mercy ; Which fhall be the daily prayer of
